The Seven Causes 


T 


HE State of Arkansas has at last gotten around to the 


business of barring chronic reckless drivers from the 


public highway. 
For many years the state's sole licensing authority 


covered merely the automobile and not the driver. 
The 


revocation of a man's right to drive was, therefore, a doubt- 
ful matter. But today we have a driver's license law. The 
right of the car to be on the highway is one thing, but the 
right of a man to be at the wheel of that car . . . depends 
entirely on his performance. 


Arkansas today can suspend a driver's license and 


make the suspension "slick" for a period of one year. 


With the aid of the state police it should be possible 


to investigate nearly every accident that occurs on the main 
roads, whether anyone is killed or not... and fix individual 
responsibility. Many of the states nowadays investigate 
every motor accident regardless whether it is serious or 
trivial. Many times the police find evidence of a reckless- 
ness that could have cailsed death, and would do so at some 
later date but for the curbing influence of a hard-boiled 
police investigation. 


There are seven causes for which 


a driver's license may be suspended. 
They arc listed in the "Guide to Safe- 
ami Sane Driving," official pamphlet 
of (lie Arkansas State Highway Com- 
mission, a copy of which every driv- 
er ought to hnve. Incidentally, the 
pamphlet's slogan is this: 
"ALL 


MOTOR CAR ACCIDENTS 
ARE 


AVOIDABLE." 


The seven causes for suspension of 


a driver's license follow: 


1. Has committed an offense for 


which mandatory revocation is re- 
quired upon conviction. 


2. Has been involved in an acci- 


dent resulting in death, personal in- 
jury or serious property damage. 


3. Is an habitually reckless or neg- 


ligent driver. 


4. Is an habitual violator of the 


traffic laws. 


5. Is incompetent to drive a motor 


vehicle. 


6. Has permitted an unlawful or 


fraudulent use of his license. 


7. Has committed an offense in an- 


other slate for which the license 
would be revoked here.

Orient Not Likely 


More Than Fourth of Japs' 


U. S. Purchases Is of 


Cotton 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—There is no 


thought among responsible 
officials 


here of limiting cotton exports to 
Japan and Cliina, high authorities said 
Wednesday night. 


Earlier in the day, Secretary of 


Commerce Hoper gave the impression 
that the Commerce Department was 
conducting a survey to 
determine 


whether cotton should be added to a 
list of war implements which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has forbidden govern- 
ment-owner ships to carry to the two 
Far Eastern nations. 


Later, it was emphasized that such 


a question was one for the Munitions 
Control Board to determine and that 
the board is making no such survey. 


Latest figures show that 25 per cent 


or 554,820,000 of Japan's total purchases 
of $192,000,000 in the United States 
during the first seven months of 1937 
consisted of raw cotton. During 193B 
she made total purchases of $105,000,000 
of which $38,000,000 was raw cotton. 


China's total purchases this year 


through July amounted to $37,000,000, 
including only $570,000 of cotton, as 
compared with total purchases of ?2G,- 
000,000 in 193G, including $1,051,000 of 
cotton.

"USING STATE CARS" 


Declares Bailey Has Sent 


State Employes Into 


the Campaign 


OZARK, Ark.—(/P)—Formally open- 


ing his campaign for the vacant sen- 
ate seat of the late Joe T. Robinson, 
Congressman John E. Miller of Searcy, 
democrat running as an independent, 
Wednesday night challenged legality 
if the nomination of his opponent, 
Governor Bailey, by the State Demo- 
cratic Committee. 


In a prepared address before sup- 


porters assembled in this small western 
Arkansas town, Miller referred only 
n passing to his support of most New 
Deal legislation and laid the main 
premise of his campaign on the is- 
ue which has split Democratic ranks 
.n this state—the issue of what con- 
stitutes legal nomination in the ab- 
sence of a party primary. 


The State Committee nominated 


Governor Bailey after rejecting pe- 
titions for a primary on grounds of 
excessive expense. One party faction 
nominated Miller. The congressman's 
name then was certified to the special 
election ballot as an independent, by 
electoral petition. 


"Party Rules Changed" 


The committee nomination, Miller 


charged Wednesday night, was made 
possible by a "star chamber" change 
in party rules last January when it 
was expected that Robinson would 
leave the Senate, for the Supreme 
Court. 


Contending that the statutes pro- 


vided for senate nomination only by 
convention, primary or petition, and 
charging that Bailey was on record 
as condemning committee nominations, 
Miller said: 


"The rule under which Mr. Bailey 


claims to be the Democratic nominee 
is in direct conflict with the law. 


"He refused to permit the State Com- 


mittee to order a primary, notwith- 
sanding the cost of a primary had been

counties in the state. * * * 


"Governor Bailey 
and 
Governor 


Bailey alone is responsible for the fail- 
ure to hold a primary." 


Date for the special election has not 


yet been fixed by the governor, and 
Miller charged the delay was occa- 
sioned by Bailey's need to "rebuild po- 
litical fences," and alleged Bailey had 
made a peace with former political 
foes in the resort city of Hot Springs, 
where state administration 
officials 


conducted sensational gambling raids 
several months ago. 


'The date of the election has not yet 


been fixed," Miller said. "He evidently 
considers the matter as his own private 
affair, but since August 9, the state 
capitol has been literally abandoned 
and state employes have been going 
over the state at the expense of the 
taxpayers seeking to bolster and re- 
build the political fences of the gov- 
ernor. 


"State Cars Used" 


"Six hundred cars are daily travel- 


ing this state at state expense, entreat- 
ing, coercing, and intimidating voters 
in an effort to obtain a promise to 
elect that man to the high office of 
United States senator. 


"The governor has not been content 


to let his employes make all of the 
trades. Some of them had too many 
possibilities to be trusted to lieu, 
tenants. 
The possibilities were too 


great at Hot Springs for anyone other 
than the governor himself to ne- 
gotiate.

DE QUEEN, Ark—A plan instituted 


by the First National bank of De Queen 
a month ago whereby loans have been 
made available on liberal terms to 
farmers of Sevier county for the pur- 
chase of dairy cows, brood sows and 
hens, has met with wide acceptance 
by farmers in this territory, and has 
exceeded the expectations of the bank, 
according to Abe Collins, president of 
the institution. 


The bank in announcing its plan 


last mqnth, said that it had reached 
a decision that farm dairying offered 
the best method of increasing the in- 
come of farmers in its territory, and 
that it would devote the next year 
lo helping farmers acquire a start in 
the milk producing business, by fi- 
nansiug the purchase of good milch 
cows. 


B. J. St. Claire, dairy expert who 


has studied and helped to develop the 
industry in many states, as well as in 
foreign countries, signed a contract 
to serve for eight months as the bank's 
field man, and is now engaged in 
milking surveys of farms where the 
owners have applied for loans under 
the bank plan. More than 20 good 
grade milch cows have already been 
placed with farmers in this territory,

Yet your Uncle Sammy—a younger 


and rasher Uncle Sammy—did just 
that in the year 1805. And the Euro- 
pean nations, unlike the situation to- 
day, were content to let him go about 
the business of cleaning up their own 
waters without concerning themselves. 


Not only the navy but U. S. Marines 


saw action. That's why, today their 
great service song goes, "From the 
Halls of Montezuma to the Shores of 
Tripoli." 


The reason the United States waged 


the War of the Barbafy Pirates, which 
lasted four years and was the training 
ground for an immortal cluster of 
American naval heroes, has a strah»e- 
ly modern ring. Piracy, up to that 
time, had existed there for centuries 
because of the complacency of the big 
European nations. Big trading coun- 
tries, like England, preferred to pay 
tribute to the corsairs rather than to 
act against them, because the piracy

liam Brainbridge, and other Ameri- 
can naval heroes crushed it between 
the years 1801 and 1805. 


Treachery and violations of all codes 


of international warfare were com- 
monplaces of the war. For instance, 
a corsair battling an American ves- 
sel would strike his flag in token of 
surrender, then, having maneuvered 
.into a favorable position, would open 
fire again, On one such occasion a 
lirate captain hauled down his flag 
.hree times, the third time tossing it 
clean overboard to prove that he final- 
,y really meant it. Once, in battle, a 
Tripohtan captain surrendered, when 
the young brother of Stephen De- 
catur boarded the vessel, the captain 
shot him dead with a pistol. Stephen 
iieard of Ihe act, ranged alongside, 
clambered aboard, engaged the Tri- 
politan in hand-to-hand combat and 
killed him. 


Stephen Decatur achieved the pin- 


nacle of fame in destroying the cap- 
live American frigate, Philadelphia, 
pride of our marine. The Philadel- 
phia had pursued a corsair into the 
harbor o£ Tripoli until shallow water 
halted her under the guns of the fort 
there. Coming about to make for the 
open sea again, the frigate fetched up 
on a shoal. Captain William Bain- 
bridge was obliged to surrender and 
he and his men were imprisoned after 
attempting to sink the vessel. It was a 
serious blow to our navy, especially 
when Commodore 
Edward 
Preble 


learned that the Tripolitans had man- 
aged to float and re-arm her.

/GERMANY'S National Socialist party, reviewing the na- 
VI tion's "magical" recovery from war burdens and depres- 
sion pitfalls, is crowing with all the heils ad hochs that the 
ferment of such a national ego can produce. 


And from a distance, Germany seems to have something 


to crow about. Five years ago, internal troubles and issolation 
from the outside world threatened complete undoing .of the 
reich. Today, factories are operating overtime, nearly every- 
one has a job and the Nazi banner carries tidings of reclaimed 
military and commercial prestige to the seven seas. 


Moreover, all this was accomplished through Nazi in- 


dustry and diligence alone, without foreign aid and in some 
cases, actually in the face of foreign interference. 


Germany, then, would seem to be a good example for 


other1 nations which still are struggling with problems of 
wages, unemployment, bndget-balancing and other confusing 
phases of modern economics. But those other nations — and 
that includes the United States — had better look closer be- 
fore they leap.

fHE reason is discovered in the foundation that underlies 
1'this new miracle skyscraper of German prosperity. In 
the -two years before Adolf Hitler carne to power, the state 
had poured more than 14 billion marks into jobless doles. 
Hitler continued this spending and added to it the cost of an- 
other artificial boom through a vast rearmament program. 


These policies put men to work but they boosted the 


public debt to more than 54 billion marks. They started fac- 
tories running again but they placed a terrific tax load upon 
the people. 
Behind Nazi boasts of recovery lies the strangling of 


wages and social welfare benefits and the reduction of em- 
ployers and employes to the status of "work agents" of the 
state. In place of the normal law .of supply and demand, the 
government steers economy by decree.

LL this points toward a cataclysmic explosion, for in Ger- 
many's case at least, subsidized prosperity is an invest- 


ment that yields no economic return and provides no sub- 
stantial basis for future building.

Situated behind the thyroid gland ln= 


the throat near the windpipe are two 


•" soft, reddish bodies, each about the 


size of a bean. They are known as the 
parathyroid glands. When these glands 
are removed, the person concerned 
suffers from a condition called tetany. 


In tetany there are spasmodic move- 


ments, loss of weight, pain and ting- 
ling in the hands and feet, cramping 
in the legs and arms, and other serious 
symptoms. The hair may fall out and 
the nails may change. The skin be- 
comes thinner and there is a great 
deal of excessive perspiration 


The parthyroid glands are concerned 


with the manner in which the human 
body uses calcium and phosphorus. 
Calcium and phosphorus are import- 
ant in the development of bones and 
teeth. Calcium in the blood is of im- 
portance in controlling the degree of 
irritability of nerves and muscles. Cal- 
cium is important in the clotting of 
blood. 


Since the parathyroid glands are 


known to have these definite effects on 
the body by the secrettion which they 


'* pour directly into the blood, it is now 


possible to use the parathyroid glandu- 


• 
lar material for definite purposes in 
the control of symptoms of disease. 


When parthyroid glandular extract 


is given to the human being by injec- 
tion, the amount of calcium, in the 
blood is increased and the amount of 
phosphorus is decreased. 


Calcium necessary for the blood is 


obtained in some cases by withdraw- 
ing it from the bones, so it is custo- 
mary to give extra calcium in the diet 
or as a drug in order that the bones 
may not be changed by the excess of 
calcium taVen from them. 


It is known also that vitain D is of 


importance in controlling the use of 
calcium by the body. In sufficient 
amounts, vitamin D will raise the 
amount of calcium in the blood and 
increase the absorption of calcium from 
the intestines. 


Chief advantage of parathyroid ex- 


tract instead of vitamin D on vertain 
occasions lies in. the fact that parathy- 
roid brings about son effect 
more 


promptly. The effects last about 24 
hours after one injection. It is possi- 
ble, of course, to inject calcium di- 
rectly into the blood as well.

In certain instances as, for example, 


in radium poisoning and lead poison- 
ing, the use of parathyroid material 
will help remove poisonous material 
from the body. 


The function of the parathyroid gland 


ja; however, to preserve a normal 
nervous system and a normal amount 
of muscle action. Since the heart is 
a muscle, a change in the amount of 
calcium may definitely affect the 
heart. 


When a woman is going to have a 


child, she must supply the child 
through her body with the necessary 
amounts of calcium and phosphorus 
for its growth. If it is not supplied, 
the child's body will actually take 
calcium and phosphorus from the 
mother's body. For this reason in 
earlier days women who were preg- 
nant frequently sufered with decay 
of the teeth and similar disturbances.

Adverse Balance 
in Trade Expected 


But Much of It Is for Raw 


Materials, to Be Re- 


shipped Later 


By PRESTON GROVER 


WASHINGTON-Just because the 


Jnited tates had an "adverse" bal- 
Sance of trade in 1936 and expects an- 


ther one for 1937 is no reason for 
business men to start jumping off 
•ridges. 
Many economists refuse to call it an 
adverse" or unfavorable" balance of 
rade. Instead they call it an "import 
urplus." The department of com- 
merce insists it should be simply an 
'unbalance of payments," since only 
art of it represents a trade in goods, 
lipping services, interest and divi- 
dends and tourist expenditures enter 
nto it. 
But the fact remains that in 1936, 
'or the first time in decades, the Unit- 
d States had an import surplus. It 
amounted to $153,000,000. Even so it 
xported $34,000,000 more of actual 
oods than it imported. Th«S deficit 
ame in such items as American tour- 
st expenditures abroad, services of 
oreign ships in carrying American 
reduce, and other "invisibles." Total 
xports, goods, services and all were 
3,483,000,000. 


Bigger One Next Year 


There will be a larger unbalance 
f payments in 1037. The department 
f commerce reports there is already 
this year a surplus of more than $140,- 
000,000 in imports of actual goods over 
exports. 


The amount of tourist expenditures 


abroad, shipping service charges and 
other "incisibles" so far this year is not 
known. The department believes it is 
far in excess of the amount payable to 
the United States, so the "adverse" bal- 
ance of trade will be fairly imposing, 
perhaps several hundreds of millions. 


But the appearance of an "adverse" 


balance of trade does not mean that 
the republic is falling. England has 
had an adverse balance of trade in 
merchandise for generations. It has 
made up the difference by supplying 
shipping service and capital to other 
countries, while at the same time en- 
ticing tourists to spend lavishly in dear 
old England. 


Foreign nations in debt to the United 


States can pay only in goods or ser- 
vice. And they can not amass a margin 
to pay the debts if they are required 
to buy from the United States as much 
as they sell it. 


A Slngn of Good Times 


Of course there are boat loads of 


arguments on both sides of the ques- 
tion as to whether a permanent "fav- 
orable" balance of trade is beneficial 
to a nation. 


The department of commerce sup- 


plies information helping to throw a 
favorable light on the present trade 
deficit. This country is better off, so 
is able to buy more abroad. One of the 
indications of good times here is the 
increase in American tourist travel 
abroad. 


Then, too, currency 
devaluations 


abrfcad have reduced the cost to Amer- 
ica of foreign goods. Because these 
prices are low, American manufactur- 
ers are buying foreign raw materials 
heavily. Ultimately foreign prices are 
sure to rise, so American manufactur- 
ers, with supplies of cheaper raw ma- 
terial bought in advance, can under- 
sell foreign goods later. 


It is noteworthy, in support of this, 


that the principal increase in imports 
to this country is in raw, materials, 
such as rubber, part of which will be 
later exported as finished goods. 


The department of commerce insists 


also that the trade pacts are helping 
break down trade barriers, but that 
is something likely to be a subject of 
political wars for years to come.
